Status of Claims 

1 . Claims 1 -1 0 are pending. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 1 -1 0 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection in response to the 
information disclosure statement of September 23, 2002. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement of September 23, 2002 has been 
reviewed and considered, see enclosed copy of PTO FORM 1449. 

5. The information disclosure statement filed October 15, 2002 fails to 
comply with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(1 ) t which requires a list of all patents, publications, 
or other information submitted for consideration by the Office.

7. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly 
anticipated by Kasibhatla, M. et al. Kasibhatla, M. et al. teach of the compound 
that is obtained by the conjugation of glutathione to a camptothecin. In fact, 
Kasibhatla, M. et al. teach of the administration of using the conjugate of 7- 
glutathionylmethyl-10,11-methylenedioxy camptothecin, which inhibits the growth 
of MCF-7 cells, (see abstract). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The rejection of claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Miyasaka et al. is withdrawn in view of the Interview of 
September 10, 2002 and the amendment of September 23, 2002.
